Helpfulness of Slndenls

j'Wniai I have found out in 21 years,

Go<!th»î was ralsitd In a family 
In which religion xa-i not strerwied 
while Nlet7.xhe wa.? born into a fam- 
ily of clergymen, in his youth the 
former waa not submitted to disci- 
pline and he chose freer subjects in 
his later education. Goethe had a. 
wider contact with society. He whirled 
Into court life in. strong contrast to 
the mona.3tic e:;i3tenc« of Nietzsche, 
his fame spreading rapidly while tha 
latter remained relatively unknown. 
Nietzsche's dream and Meal -vas bis 
supersnan. Goethe finally settled down 
to a quiet life mid favourable sur- 
roundings. Nietzsche, on the other 
hand xar-dered from city to city lead- 
ing a simple life. 

The world bowed to Goetlie, who had 
too many admirers and friends, while 
the other led a lonely existence. 
Though he stated that he was proud 
of not being appreciated he yearned 
for friendship and the silent receptiitn 
of Us vx'i nearly drove him msd. 
G-:ethe enjoyed continuous good health 
but Nietzsche, because of several acci- 
dents, was very weak. There was 
Increasing restlessness in the '.att t 
while Goethe's work shows a calm r*:- 
pcse typical of bis life. Goethe was 
optimistic because of his surroundings, 
Nietzsche because of his iron wilL He 
e::pres:ed an ideal for which jnetzsche 
yearned.

Tic 
producer, therefore, must know how 
the various arts of the .stage have de- 
veloped, their meaning and their ori- 
gin, and_ their present appeal. In thi.s 
way he 'will be brought to realize that 
It Is not merely an experiment in 
which he Is taking part, but a tradi- 
tion which he Is continuing. This Is 
true even if It is a farce, melodrama 
or thriller that is being produced: all 
have the same basic Idea, and tho pro- 
ducer will be surprised to find that hi.s 
technical knowledge may be Increased 
more by looking back than by trying 
to assimilate a mass of new theories, 
many of which açe not products of 
the an of the itage. but rather the 
ideas of an individual or group which 
thinks that the stage is nothing but 
a suitable field of cxpcrimentaiion for 
theories which bilonj wholly to an- 
other class of an. 

Tlic pioductlou manager which has 
been pictured may a. i^ear to be rather 
an ideal than fact, yet it Is not neces- 
sarily a skilled artist nor a skilled 
technician who is required. However, 
a producer must be receptive to the 
above ideas and must be able to adapt 
himself to any of them In a mild form.
